Alert Growers 


Of Citrus 
Thrip Threat 


Citrus growers should be on 
the alert for infestations of 
citrus thrips in their orchards 
at this time warns Ray M, 
Schneider, deputy agricultur- 
al commissioner of County 
Dept. of Agriculture. ‘‘Pres- 
ent indications are that citrus 
thrips will be a serious prob- 
lem this year. A survey of the 
county shows citrus thrips 
plentiful in many orchard s 
throughout the citrus produc- 
ing areas. It is advised that 
growers give special atten- 
tion to controlling this pest 
because if citrus thrips are 
not adequately controlled from 
the time fruit is pea size 
until it is walnut size, or 
jlarger, serious damage and 
grade reduction will result,” 
Mr. Schneider said. 

“Growers can combine cit- 
rus thrips control treatments 
with sprays for the control of 
citrus red mite, katydid, tus- 
sock moth and red scale. These 
sprays can also include the 
minor elements and nitrogen 
where needed. In this way the 
cost of citrus thrips control 
can be included with other ne- 
cessary pest controls and cul- 
tural practices. Nevertheless, 
prompt action must be taken 
where numerous citrus thrips 
are found so as to prevent 
serious damage to fruit and 
tree growth,” according to the 
commissioner.
